A Race of Three Miles with Kennedy 
at Point of Pines, Near 
Boston. 


Hanlan, as Usual, Gained All the Lead 
He Wanted at the Begin“ 
ning 


The Course, including a Turn, Covered in 
19:04—Forty-six Seconds Ahead of 
Kennedy. 


A Speech by the Great Garsman—Kenpedy a Brave 
Leser—A Remarkable Record. 


Bossox. Mass., May 31.—([Speciai.}—The long 
and anxiously-awalte race between Hanlan 
and Kennedy was rowé@ this atternoon at half 
past 6 o'clock. It was, in every sense of the 
word, a splendid contest, as doubtiess no one of 
the 7,000 people who witnessed it will deny. The 
squally weather of yesterday, succeeded by 
squalls and clouds this ‘morning, and still later 
in the middle of the afternoon by a pelting 
shower, seemed to threaten the necessity of an- 
other postponement; but at half past 6, the time 
when the oarsmen made their start, the water 
was broken only by a slight ripple, and nothing 
remained to mar the suecess of the occasion or 
the beauty of the scéne. 

During the sdpensé, While the shower was 
oom ing on, and while it was raging, Kennedy 
was keeping close in his quarters at the Good- 
wood House. Haulan alternated between his 
room, in the northwest corner of the third floor 
of the Pines Hotel, ana the broad, pleasant bal- 
cony in front ot it, from which he could watch 
the skf and water and talk with his various 
friends. For thé first time since his 
atrival he seemed nervous. At 4:15 he 
lay down and tried to sleep, but 
was constantly interrupted. During the morn- 
ing HO had taken a smart pull of three ot four 
miles up the Saugué and its tributary, the Pines 
River, and was, aside from his restiesness, in 
excellent condition.’ His weight he had reduced 
to 180 pounds. )

The Murderer Swears that His Victim.) 


Committed Suicide, but Is Held 
to Answér 


An Old Grudge Between the Two Men Al- 
lege to Have Caused the 
Atrocious Act. 

Jourer, UL, May $1.—[Special.])—One of the 
most blood-curdlimge human butcheries ever 
known bere was committed last night about 
half past 8 o’oleck at the penetentiary in which 
Michael Moouty, a two-year larcenist, stabbed 
to death his cell-mate, John Anderson, a one- 
year Cock County larcenist. Not since the 
brutal murder of his wife by Perteet,. who was 
swung in the WillCounty jail for his barbarous 
ctime, has such a cool, defiberate, and 
murder shocked the public. The two men 

worked together in the wire-shop, and 
seems that a secret 
up between the m for 
son no one, perhaps, mey ever know. It had 
ne ver been brought to the notice of the officers 
except by occasional hints from other convicts, 
to which no importance was attached, as neither 
of thé two eeilmateé ever lisped 4 word of com · 
plaint about the other, and the desperate char- 
actet of the murderer was never suspected. He 
had deliberately planued te butcher his com- 
panſon by mak int u long savage knife from & 
file in the shop where he worked, sharpening it 
op an emery wheel. It was about eight inched 
joug, as sharp as a fazer, and pomt- 
ed like a dagger, Becreting m on 
his person he cafried it to bis 
cell, where he was locked in with his unsuspect- 


' ing celimate, Silefitly they ate their supper, 


and retiréd to their bunks, Mooney’s béing on 
top. The*¢aleiilatiig villain Knew his enemy 
could not escape him. Both were in a narrow 
cell, four feet wide by seyen long and seven 
high, of so.ld stone, locked and barred by the 
grated iron door. Mooney knew Anderson was 
defenseless; but he was too edwardly to attack 
bim wulle tuns unarmed and awake, but re- 
solved to Wait till be was asleep. 

Gradually thé hours wore away: the 9 Geloeck 
bel tapped, the mé@n fetired, and tue great 
cel-Bouse, with its sleéping hundreds, was 
as silent as the grave. Nothing could be seen 
or Héard save the faint flickering of the dim 
gas-lights and the soft tread ot the solitary 
umht- watch as he pursued his rounds over the 
great silent corridors. 

THE MUIDEROUS W. 

Waiting tili the guard had nidde hid rounds, 
and quietiy faiding in bis bunk, the murderer 
ciutehed his fatal Weapon; he peered over and 
surveyed the form of his Sleeping companion. 
With fiendish visagé he raised the knife aloft; 
the dim, glimmering ligut shining through the 
grated door upon the usconscious sleeper in the 
lower bunk suowed tim where to strike, Swift- 
ly the mnife descended and Was buried in the 
breast of poor Anderson. 

A sudden ecream of agony startied the ceil- 
bouse, and éwiftly and murderousiy the biows 
are ralned dowa upon the bedy of the victim.

LOBBY GOSSIP. 
STATUS OF THE CHICAGO JUSTICES. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 31.—[Special. }—Prindi- 
ville. Kersten, and Walsh, three of the rejected 
candidates for Chicago Justiceships, have been 
laboring with the Republican Senators all day, 
and begging for just one more chance. The 
air has been thick with petitions, recommenda- 
tions, and afhdavits, but at the close of the 
day it is difficult to see that either of the sup- 
plicants, with the possibie exception of Kersten, 
has made any headway, or has the slightest 
show to see his name recalied and his appoint- 
ment confirmed by the Senate. Whether it bea 
logwical or justifiable result or not, the fact is 
patent that Mike McDonaid's characteristic at- 
tack on Senator Condee has simply stiffened his 
brother Senators in their support of bim and 
their previous opposition to Prindiville. The 
popular belief in Waisn’s infirmities apparently 
will not down, in spite of affidavits by police- 
court reporters attached to his favorit newspa- 
pers. Kersten occupies a different position. 
As has already been explained in these dis- 
patches, Gov. Hamilton would not only not ob- 
ject to his contirmation, but would really like to 
see it brought about. Seth Hanchett, who is 
bere, has also had no hesitancy in say- 
ing that if any Democrat is to get 
the office on the North Side he hopes it will be 
Kersten. Ald. John H. Colvin. Maj. Weiter, and 
Mike Wasserman are also here advocating his 
supposed claims, and Senator Hereley is as 
active as ever in his behalf. True, he is some- 
what disconcerted over his failure to get in bis 
resolution today asking the Governor to return 
Kersten’s name, but he has hopes of better suc- 
cess next week.

THE HOUSE, 
A GERMAN PUBLICATION BILL. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 81.—([Special.]—The 
House bill authorizing the publication of cer- 
tain legal advertisements in German news- 
pa pending at the adjournment Tuesday, 
was taken up this morning, and some curious 
facts were developed ifthe discussion of a mo- 
tion to strike out the enacting words. The bill 
is a brief one, but its provisions are tic. 
It deciares that in any county wherein re is 
published a newspaper in the German language, 
which was established and issued before the Ist 
day of January. 1883, and which has a bona fide 
circulation in the county wherein it is published, 
the advertisement of Sheriff's sales provided for 
under the law shall aiso be pubiished in such 
pewspaper in the German language for the same 
time and in the same manner as now provided 
by laws . English publications, if the 
appraised value of the property to be sold ex- 
ceeds $500, and if two or more such newspapers 
are printed in such county the publication may 
be in either, but the court may, for good cause, 
nse with such publication; but no error or 
mistake in translation or in any publication au- 
theorized by this section shail delay ings 
or affect the title of property sold, and if any 
such error or mistake occur by the negligence 
of the publisber he shall not be entitled to com- 
pensation for the publication.” 


DISCUSSION. 
The bill was advocated by Messrs. Yancey, 


the first clause showed it was in the interest of 
a monopoly for certain German newspapers es- 
tablished prior to Jan. 1, 1883, and under 
the final provision the property of one man 
could be advertised and the property of an-

ARCHITECT HILL. 
MR. MURCH’S PROGRAM OUTLINED. 

WasuIxOTOx, D. C., May 31.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Murch has at last indicated the line of his at- 
tack upon Supervising-Arechitect Hill, and he 
bas chosen a position which many will think the 
most difficult for Mr. Hill to defend. He has de- 
cided to trace the history of the 15 per cent con- 
tracts. He claims to be able to show that these 
contracts for the Philadelphia public buildings, 
for instance, were in themselves fraudulent, and 
that Mr. Hill, knowing this, even mude 
allowances in excess of 15 per cent. 
The 15 per eent contracts were a de- 
vice of Mr. Mullett, -who calculated 
that they afforded the best protection for the 
Government and the most reasonabie compen- 
sation for the contractor. Opivions greatly 
differed on this point. Under this system the 
greater the expenditure of Government money 
the larger the profits of a contractor. He could 
lose nothing, and was always certain of 15 per 
cent upon everything be expended.

Coleman then proposed that the committee 
issue subpoenas for the appearance of certain 
witnesses, and two experts bo appointed, one 
designated by the commiftee and the other by 
the proseounes, to investigate the ali 
fraudulent granit contract. He thought it could 
be shown that the Government paid hundreds 
of thousands of dollars more than the stone was 
worth, at the bighest market rates, and work 
paid for which was never verformed. 

Mr. Thomas objected to the ntment of 
experts, and the question was taken under con- 
sideration by the committee. 

After consultation, Chairman New stated 
as Steinmetz was already acting as an expert in 
this matter on behalf of Murch, there would be 
no difficulty in selecting another expert to rep- 
resent the Supervising Architect.

A VERY important conference was held in 
Detroit yesterday. It was a gathering of 
publicists and atatesmen who have achieved 
a National reputation by their advocacy of 
free trade, and their consistent opposition to 
the robbery of the people under the guise of 
a protective tariff.

Wells was chosen President. The welcom- 
ing speech was delivered by Mayor Thomp- 
son, who every time he looks eastward 
across the river ses a flourishing Canadian 
town, whose trade naturaily belongs to 
Detroit, but from which it is ruthlesly 
cut off by a tariff in the interest of Penu- 
sylvania ironmasters, Ohio wool-growers, 
and New England cotton-spinneérs. Having 
the welfare of his constituents at heart, he 
urged the formation of an American Zoll- 
verein, composed of the United States, 
Mexico, and the Canadas. The adoption of 
such a union would result in freedom of 
trade between the countries named, but this 
is only a drop in the bucket as compared 
with our commerce in other directions.

The latest repert of the 
Iron & Steel Association told the truth 
about the iron market when it confessed that 
it had been running down in prices for more 
than a year regardiess of the tariff. There

The association 
did not venture to impute the prostration of 
the iron interest to the revision of the tariff, 
though no doubt as protectionists they 
would have been glad to do so. 

The conclusive proof that the revision of

ON WHAT ISSUE DO THE DEMOCRATS ASK 
CONTROL OF-THE OOVERNMENT | 

The Democratic leaders are intensely 
anxious to get possession of the offices of 
the Federal Government, and profess to be 
sanguine of at the next Presidential 
election. On ‘what is their faith founded? 
What popular captivating issue do they 
profess to make the contest on?

Watterson, on the outside of Congress, is 
recognized as the leader of the tarifl- reform 
Democrats. In rejecting an outspoken 
resolution in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only,” the convention not merely disappoint- 
ed the hopes of many sanguine people that 
the Lemocracy will come forward in the next 
campaign as the cham pion of free trade, but 
even snubbed the leading members of the 
party in its own State in order to emphasize 
its position. ‘The adoption of a series of old 
almanacs of seven or eight years ago as a 
party platform for 1888 was a cowardly eva- 
sion of the question; but it was also a stulti- 
fication in this instance because the old 
party platforms of 1876-80, so far as they 
treated of revenue reform, were subsequent- 
ly nullified in Congress by that party. Dur- 
ing the six years the Democrats controlled 
the National House of Kepresentatives, and 
during the two years they controlled both 
Houses cf Congress, they failed to bring for- 
ward any scheme of revenue reform or any 
reduction or amelioration ot the tariff, and 
thus repudiated the National platforms of 
1876 and 1880, which the recent Kentucky 
Convention went through the idie form of re- 
affirming. Hence the latest Democratic deo- 
laration is devoid of meaning or purpose, 
and is evasive, deceptive, and dishonest. 

The action of the late Kentucky Demo- 
cratic Convention on the tariff question un- 
der the prevailing conditions suggests that 
all the hopes the Democratic party have held 
out to the people in the way of reform have 
been dissipated in much the same manner, 
In the campaign of 1876 the air was thick 
with Democratic protestations of purity and 
honesty. The cry of reform“ fairly re 
verberated from one end of the country to 
the other. A leader was chosen who was 
supposed to embody all the reform eleménts 
of the time. Circumstances were favorable 
to the campaign policy adopted by the Demo- 
crats. Grant’s second term had been 
smirched with many scandals and abuses 
and extravagances. They were recognized 
by the Republicans and formed a substantial 
basis fer the Democratic outcry. Tilden’s 
record as Governor of New York held outa 
seeming pledge of earnestness and efficiency 
in the work of administrative reform which 
the country demanded for National purpeses. 
The Democratic campaign economy and re- 
form motto of that year undoubtedly made 
an impression upon the people. Tilden came 
very near the goal of his ambition. His party 
claimed that he had been elected, but that he 
was counted out.” Whether this was so or 
not will always be a puzzling question in his- 
tory. At all events, the title to the office 
was quieted by constitutional agreement of 
Congress, in whom the power Is vested. 

Mr. Hayes proceeded to work out the re- 
forms which had been promised by his party. 
His Administration was a pretty clean one. 
It left only the star-route scandal which Was 
unearthed at its close, and which his Repub- 
lican successors have prosecuted in good 
faith. But what proof did the Democrats 
give that their promise of reform was sin- 
cere? They continued to control Congress 
during several years, but did nothing more 
than to attempt to embarrass the adminis- 
tration of the election law by withhalding 
appropriations. They made no effort to re- 
vise the tariff or to introduce revenue re- 
forms, The necessity for a new law govern- 
ing the Presidential count was conspicuously 
before them, but they neglected the subject 
designedly in order that they might avail 
themselves of exigting ambiguities in case 
there should be an opportunity for dispute 
in the election of 188. The Democratic 
supremacy in Congress during these years 
developed such astounding incompetency 
that the party lost the ground it had gainea 
in 1876, and, notwithstanding the policy of 
detraction and lying which was aimed at 
Gartield, the election of 1880 was so decided 
that there was no chance for disputing it. 

In the meautime the subject of revenue re- 
form had assumed more political importance 
than ever before. As there was no longer 
any opportunity for urging administrative 
reform as essential to good government, the 

mocrats attached their favorit byword to 
reYenué and sought publie confidence by de- 
claring in favor of “a tariff for revenue 
only The people, with a discernment for 
whieh the Democratic leaders never give 
them credit, could not reconcile the new- 
born zeal of the Democratic party for rev- 
enue reform with the inaction which had 
characterized their control of Congress; and 


the party professions were also considerably 


weakened by the straddling letter which 
Gen. Hancock, the party candidate for Presi- 
dent, wrote and caused to be published dur- 
ing the campaign. The result was 
that the Democrats lost the President 
and lost Congress; but they retained 
a formidable minority in both Houses, 
strong enough to assist, embarrass, or modi- 
fy any proposition which was not strictly of 
apartisan character. What did they doin 
regard to revenue reform? They held them- 
sel ves aloof from the discussion for the most 
part. They rendered the Republicans no aid 
in the work of revising the tariff. They 
sought at every point to hamper and retard 
the measure, without making the slightest 
effort to improve it. They went into caucus 
and issued a party edict in favor of the total 
abolishment of the whisky and tobacco taxes 
—& proposition which, if it had been carried 
through, would have postponed for many 
years any step in the direction of tariff 
reform. After thus expesing the insincerity 
of their own professions in regard to revenue 
reform, their leaders and organs fell to criti- 
cising the measure which was passed by Re- 
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than the spoils. They will come before the 
people and ery out as usual: “We are 
hungry for the offices!” Arthur’s Adminis- 
tration promises to be clean, respectable, and 
manly throughout; hence there will be basis 
for a promise of administrative reform. The 
Republicans can point to the tariff-revision 
law of the last Congress as the only effort 
ever made to modify the extortions and 
straighten out the inequalities of the war 
tariff system, while the Democrats will con- 
tinue to trim and haggle as usual about 
revenue reform. They will present them- 
selves again as a party of merdicants beg- 
ging for the offices, with no higher claim 
than that of mere change. Their greed will 
not excite any general sympathy or admira- 
tion among the péople. There isno con- 
suming desire to turn over the entire ma- 
chinery of the Government into the hands of 
raw and inexperieneed men with no more 
capacity for government than the Demo- 
erats have shown in the past unless there is 
to be some compensation in a change of 
policy. The Democrats give no earnest of 
any change for the better. They have noth- 
ing to offer. The people will have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by making 
a change merely from Republican office- 
holders to Democratic officeholders—from 
one party machine te anotger party ma 
chine. In the absence of an issue, and es- 
pecially in view of the distrust with which 
the country ig warranted in testing Demo- 
cratic evasions, ambiguities, and even prom- 
ises, the Democratic anticipation of success 
next year is manifestly delusive.

THE CALIFORNIA FRUIT-GROWER AND 

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD MONOPOLY, 

California oranges are retailed in Chicago 
at from 75 cents to 81 per dozen. The orange- 
grower in Lower Oalifornia, who finds it far 
more difficult to dispos@of his crop than to 
grow it, considers himself most lucky if he 
obtains 100 cents per hundred for his fruit. 
The lg of May of this year found him un- 
able to dispose of fully 50 per eent of his 
crop at this price. 

The difference between the first cost and 
the retail price may seem startling, and may 
lead the indignant housekeeper, hotelkeeper, 
or regtauranter to place the whole blame 
therefor on the retailer. This, would not be 
just to the retailer, who no doubt has a suf- 
ficient burden of deserved blame to carry. 
Nor is the wholesale dealer to blame. The 
greater part of the responsibility attaches to 
the public carrier, witieh in this case is the 
Pacitic Railroad monopoly, which has built 
itselfup by money taken from the public 
Treasury, and which maintains its extor- 
tionate existence at the public expense. The 
cost of transportation of oranges from the 
Pacific coast to Chicago and the East almost 
eats up the crop, and it is idle te look for 
cheap oranges or cheap California fruit of 
any kind as long as the Pacific Railroad 
monopoly is maintained, The freight rate 
on a car of oranges from Los Angeles to Chi- 
gago is about $225! Under the circum- 
stances it is not perhaps a matter of surprise 
that the healthful, whulesome, grateful fruit 
which is so abundant on our Western coast, 
and for which the grower hardly obtains the 
cost of gathering, should be at this side of 
the Rocky Mountains a luxury almost too ex- 
pensive to be enjoyed by large clagses of our 
people, 

But it is not in the case of orangés alone 
that this outrageous monopoly acts detri- 
mentally to the people. Other fruits greatly 
relished and most wholesome are abundant 
in the orange region of California. Apricots, 
limes, peaches, English walnuts, almonds, 
lemons flourish, and grapes are even more 
plentiful than oranges. All these fruits are 
in good demand in the Eastern and Middle 
States, and all over the country, but such is 
the embargo placed on the grower by the 
railroad monopolists that the fruit-farmers 
find themselves at thé end of a season with 
a large quantity of their product on hand, 
unable to dispose of it, They are obliged to 
allow it to rot. 

The problem with the South California 
fruit-grower—one, too, in which the Eastern 
fruit-consumer may be supposed to have 
some interest—is to get his crop over the 
Rocky Mountains at rates that will not be 
ruinous to him. Can nothing be done in the 
matter? Cannot the monopolists be made te 
abate their monopoly in the interest of the 
people?

THE ARBITRATION FIA 800. 

The break down of the agreement between 
the master masons and the toreign bricklay- 
ers of this city to settle all their differences 
by arbitration is, if possible, a greater calam- 
ity than the original strike. The charges on 
one side of an interpolation in the agree- 
ment and on the other of a deliberate back- 
ing-out from a settlement made in good faith 
may lead to bitter reeriminations and a great 
deal of bad feeling. No ene will make any 
profit out ot such an unfortunate termina- 
tion of what promised to be 4 victory for 
good sense and the spirit of civil@ation. 

We urge upon both sides to det the angry 
quarrel between them as to the cause för the 
misunderstanding about the real terms of 
the agreement go no farther. To bandy 
accusations back and forth ean do no goed, 
Both sides are practical men, who have busi- 
ness to attend to and a “iving to earn for 
themselves and their families. This civil 
war in the building trade must come to an 
end atsome time. The sooner the better, 
for thus will there be the least waste and the 
least want. There must be a fair settlement 
possible of the issue in dispute. Af the em- 
ployers and employés cannot find it out for 
themselves by mutual consultation, let them 
be sensible and cool enough to agree upon 
séme disinterested persons who will do it 
for them. ; 

The lift of the tide is ag irresistible in trade 
asin the sea. When wages are going up no 
resistance on the part of the employers can 
keep them down. When everything else is 
going down foreigners by no combination 
can make their prices an exception. But 
there are two ways of adjusting the relations 
of men and employers to these shifting tides. 
One way is by strikes, war, waste of time, 
money, and labor, and perhaps life. Another 
is by discussion, argument, conciliation, 
splitting the difference, arbitration. One ear- 
ries the working classes back into the region 
ef conflict, where they are always the great- 
est sufferers.. The other carries them for- 
ward towards a plane nearer that of their 
employers, gives them more capital, more 
knowledge, more manhood, and brings them 
nearer to the position of partners in indus- 
try. 

The importance of this latter point eannot 
be too fully consid 
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men should go to | 
bushel, and the difference, if 
any, should be made good to 
gaved the loss of time, which has been such 
a terrible item in the cost to o bricklayers 
of their strike. 

While the men went to work, the tribunal 
set itself to find aut by the records of the 
business just what share of the receipts of 
coal-mining the miners should be 
the shape of wages. It took systematic steps 
to obtain full information ds to prices of 
mining and the market prices of coal paid 
and received by all distriets competing with 
Pittsburg, and two committees were ap 
pointed to gather this informatiap, one of 
which is now making a tour of the Ohio coal 
regions. It is believed that in this way i 
will be possible to obtain full information 
that will decide the question of prices, and 
consequently of wages, beyond a doubt—in, 
formation that will point out clearly to both 
sides what wages-ought to be. It will not 
take the intelligent workingman one mo- 
ment to see such a system is one of the 
first steps towards his obtaining that knowl- 
edge which is a large part ef the power of 
capital. If theforeign workingmen rightly 
understood their own interests they would 
never allow trades disputes to be settled in 
any other way. 


BRITISH GOLD AGAIN. 

The professional protectionists have been 
foolish enough to return to the chatter about 
British gold as an answer to the arguments 
of the tariff-reformers, to which they seem 
to be unable to frame a parliamentary reply. 
In a late issue of the New York Tribune, a 
paper which is opposed, ih the interests of 
Pennsylvania, to such a reform of taxation 
as would permit its New York clientele to 
become free exporters of American manu- 
factures, the Rev. Cyrus Hawlin, of the Uni- 
versity of Middlebury, Vt., pts to 
reply to the damaging exposure which Mr. 
David A. Wells has made of the unfounded 
charges whieh Mr. Hamlin maliclously made 
in the Journal of the American Agricult- 


ural Association that the Cobden Ciub of 


London had spent vast sums in the last 
fifteen years in this eountry to convert the 
people to free trade and to corrupt members 
of Congress. 

It is difficult to believe that a man holding 
the position Mr. Hamlin does as a teacher, 
and a religious teacher at that, and a college 
man, would be so indifferent to all the rules 
that obtain among men of the world and 
among Christian clergymen as to make auch 
charges against bis own countrymen with- 
out a shadow of proof, But that is exactly 
what he in his rejoinder to Mr. Wells con- 
fesses to have done. He had no evidence 
but his own imagination. In reply to the de- 
mand for the testimony on which he charged 
those who were arguing an open question of 
Governmental policy on its merits with do- 
ing so corruptly to earn bribes of British 
gold, he has nothing to say but this: that 
“in affirming that the Oobden Club had 
expended vast sums during the last fifteen 
years to excite the farmers against the pro- 
tectionists he only asserted what was popu- 
larly supposed and believed.” 

This is a beautiful specimen of the capabil- 
ities of pious protectionists for argument. 
They can roll forth manufactured statistics 
by the yard and alleged facts by the bushel 
to prove that all the evils of humanity have 
been caused by the fatlure of mankind to ap- 
ply their theory: that prosperity is promoted 
by high taxation of consumers. But when 
their facta and statistics are examined all 
there isto themis that they have been re- 
beating things that were popularly known 
and belleved.“ Pig-Iron Kelley in this dare- 
devil spirit lately had the Butlerish audacity 
to tell a Philadelphia audience that the 
United States made no progress of any kind 
during the “ free-trade”’ period between 1846 
and 1861. That the compendium of the census 
was in every newspaper office in the country to 
prove that this was the wildest kind of a Mun- 
chausenism made apparently no difference to 
him, Mr. Hamlin cares nothing for Mr. Wells’ 
unanswerable demolition of his statements 
about the Cobden Club. He does not seem 
to know that he is hurt, for he proceeds with 
a bland and childlike argument that it 
would be a very natural thing for a British 
club to do what he took the responsibility of 
saying it had done. 

The Philadelphia North American rallies 
to the defense of the British gold fee-faw- 
fum, and prints an ancient story that the 
London Times of 1844—forty years ago—con- 
tains a statement that over $2,000,000 had 
been raised in Engiand to circulate free- 
trade tracts in foreign countries. This was 
three years before that country had itself 
adopted free trade, and while it was defend- 
ing and practicing protection, and the al- 
leged $2,000,000 for foreign enlightenment 
could haraly have been raised. So far, the 
North American has remained dumb in re- 
sponse to the urgent invitations of the anti- 
protection papers to tell on just what day, 
and on what page, and in what column it 
found this remarkable item in the London 
Times. We predict that the editor of the 
North American will go to the grave with 
that secret locised in his breast.

A FRENCH SENSATION. 

The wild wail of the Paris Figaro over the 
prospects of France is to be taken with a 
very large “ grain of salt.” The assumption 
it makes that Germany has joined bands with 
Austria and Italy for the vivisection of 
France, and that the new triple alliance 
means a division of the French territory, in 
which Germany, and Italy, and Austria will 
take the larger slices, giving what is left to 
England and Belgium, Switzerland and 
Spain, ig absurd upon the face of it. If Ger- 
many wants to occupy France and divide it 
up in this incongruous fashion, she has no 
need of a triple alliance to do the work. She 
is stron# enough to do it by herself. If she 
had been desirous to crush out France in 
this manner she could have done it in 1870, 
and instead of contenting herself with Al- 
sace and Lorraine, upon which she had 
claims much more valid than France can 
make to Tonquin, Tunis, Madagascar, and 
the Congo country, she could have taken all 
the territory she wished. 

The animus of the Figaro’s so-called trum- 
pet of alarm is not so much the fear 
of Germany as it is hatred towards its own

Srarisrics show that there has recently 
been a great increase in the quantity of 
spices ground in Chicago. Prof. J. H. Long, 
of this city, has just concluded a careful 
chemical and microscopic analysis and exam- 
ination of the spices of everyday commerce, 
and elsewhere THe TrrpuNe presents the 
results of his investigation. Of seventeen 
samples of ginger examined only nine 
were pure, the adulterants being mustard- 
husks and flour. Of eighteen samples of 
pepper but seven were found up te, the 
proper standard, the foreign mixtures being 
pea, wheat, and oat flour. Prof. Long sub- 
mitted eight packages of mustard to the 
tests, finding three pure samples, the rest 
showing plain traces of flour with turmeric 
coloring. Four out of eight samples of 
cloves were found unadulterated. The for- 
eign substances used are ground cocoanut- 
shells and seorched meal. There is but little 
cinnamon in the market and cassia-bark 18 
substituted. Alleged cinnamonisalso adul- 
terated with cocoanut shells and cayenne 
pepper. Attention is properly called to the 
misleading nomenclature ef spite-labels, and 
the commercial frauds are correctly shown 
up in their counterfeit colors.

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An engineer who was in New York when the 
approaches to the big bridge were constructing 
said to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday: 

“ When Lear that the ascent was to be by 
Steps it occurred to me, as it would to almost 
anybody who bad had experience, that that 
would offer an immense obstacle to tba vel if it 
did not produce more serious results.

not get ehufed, thus permitting the strong! r- 
Charged wires to come in con with the wood, 
whieh will blaze if itie damp. Sinee the 1 
accident I have reproached myself for not cali- 
ing the attention of the officials to those steps; 
and when I saw the elvetric-ight wires at the 
Exposition Buliding I decided not to let the 
matter go by unnoticed. The utmost vigilance 
is essentiai as to them, for Wolle the loss ot life 
would not be great in the event of a tire there 
the loss of property would be enormous.” 

INVESTIGATING THE MATTER. 

The reporter went through the building last 
evening in order to look it ever himscif.

Are lights must be protected by glace globes 
enclosed at the bottom to prevent ail of 
ignitean particies, aad where inflammabie ma- 
terials are present below the lamps a wire net- 
ting must be added to keep the parts of the 
globe in place in case of its fracture during 
use 


Some of these expesed lights are directly over 
wood- working machinery. and the floor beneath 
is strewn with shavings, So the danger of fire 
is apparent, if, as often occurs, a P of - 
hot ror carbon should fall down. The 
lights of the United States Company were with- 
out globes until yesterday, but now they are 


safe. 
A DANGEROUS SPOT. 

Another regulation of the underwriters reads: 

All joints in thé wires must be made in such 
a manner as to secure & perfect and durable 
contact.“ 

In the annex the reporter saw several joints 
where the copper wire was in sight, but these 
] as they rématu in place. is one 
wére so far from the w as to be barmices as 
joint, however, at the south ead of the anuex 
which metaces the bulidimg. It seems to be a 
double joint, That ts, the copper wire is ex- 
posed on both sides of the porcelain insulator, 
and the wires are very elese to the roof, if they 
do not touch it. So long as the wood remains 
dry no harm can be done, but if it should be- 
come damp or wet re would two 
grounds,“ and, as a result, the roof would be 
set on fire. 

The attention of Seoretary Talbott was called 
to these defeets in the electric-light apparatus, 
and be said he would eee that they were reme- 
died without delay. 

A STITCH IN TIME. 

In addition to remedying these defects, which 
were discovered by the untrained eye of a re- 
porter, a critical examination of the entire sys- 
tem of wire should be made dy an expert. 
ars often slight defects in insulating material 
whict an paty Individual would never notice, 
but which ought not to escape the vigtlence of a 
ptacticed b It may take a little time and 
may cost a il theeey ta make such an exam- 
joation as will remove all «hance of danger, but 
the persons in charge} of the exposition should 
remember the risks they run as iong as th 
remadia ta their present conditien. If the b 
bulldmg were to catch fire it would burt like a 
flash. Not all the engines in the city could save 
u. it now contains tens of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of vaiuabie material; but very little of it 
could be saved in case of a confi tion. Those

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GIGS AND SHELLS. 
WHERE THEY ARE BUILT AND WHAT THEY 
COST—PAPER HAS GIVEN WAY TO WOOD. 

The rapidiy-widenmg interest in aquatic 
sports and the increasing number of boat clubs 
in the West is fostering a comparatively new 
industry in this city—that of high-class boat- 
building. Working-boats for clubs, or gigs as 


they are called, are now bullt in considerabi * 


numbers in Chicago. There are fewer weu en. 
gaged in the business than could be numbere d 
on the tingers of one band. One of these said: 

„ Racing-boats constitute a distinct branch of 
boat- buiiding, whieh is in turn divided into sev- 
eral branches. Each is a life study. The man 
who can build a sell cannot turn out a gig, and 
the converse is true. No shelis have bei con- 
structed in Chicago so far, but there are se v- 
eral gig-buiiders domiciied here who have mo re 
work than they can do. Formerly the gigs u sed 
in the West came from Detroit principaliy. N ow, 
however, the new clubs springing up and 
private parties Owning country places with 
water-course attachments are placing their 
orders at home. We labor under great difii- 
culties. For instance, it is bard to procure 
materials. The white cedar used in a gig grows 
plentitully in the Northwest. Bat lumbe r-deal- 
ers will not cut the small orders our limited cap- 
ital permits us to give them. Then itis very 
hard to procure workmen. Nearly ali the boat- 
builders in this city are French Canadians, and 
they are not gig-builders. Boys who come into 
the shop to learn the trade have not the — 
severance and patience — I bave had 
fifty boys in two years, who have all quitted me 
after a sbort time. The best workmen come 
from Cannda, K ton especially, which is the 
centre of race-boat building in this country.” 

“How much does a gig cost?” 

„A tirst-class six-oared gig costs about $200, 
It requires a considerable time in the cogstruc- 
tien and is worth chat. 

“Relatively speaking,” be continued, “ there 
are few good courses in the West. Chicago bas 
none, as most of the time no racing boat could 
live in Lake Michigan. Pullman, however, has 
a very good course on the Calumet Lake. The 
facilities there are such that with encourage- 
ment the best oarsmen in the country could be 
induced to row there every summer.“ 

“Are gigs made of paper to any extent?’ 

“Scarcely any are constructed of that mate- 
rial. It is too heavy for a working boat. Paper 
shells, however, bave almost entirely supplant- 
ed the wooden article. Amateurs — m 
cause they can get a shell ready made of paper 
but have to wait a loug time when their order is 
given the cedar-shell makers at Kingston. But 
paper boats are inferior to wood in qualities of 
speed. Professionals have them, but rarely or 
never use them in a race.“

COMMERCIAL. 

The leading produce markets were moderate- 
ly active yesterday and generally unsettied. 
Corn and oats wers stronger. While wheat and 
provisions opened weak, then improved some, 
but closed easy. There was not a large volume 
of trading for the last day of the month, most 
of the June deliveries seeming to bave been 
provided for beforehand. The weather was 
fine, in one sense, but not warm enough to seri- 
ously weaken grain quotations. | 

Provisions were moderately active yesterday 
and unsettled. They were rather weak early in 
the day. in sympathy with grain, reacted when 
wheat turned up, and again weakened towards 
lo’clock. Pork closed 10e below the latest 
prices of Tuesday, at $19.37% for July and $19.57% 
for August. Lard closed 10c lower for this montb 
and August, at $11.50 for the latter, and 5@7%c 
lower for July, at $11.77%. Snort ribs closed 
100 lower, at $10.12% for July and $10.25 for 
August. Liverpool reported a decline of 3d on 
lard and 6d on middles, while the local hog mar- 
ket was easier with a rather large supply. This 
depressed product at the outset, bat cniefly on 
the loog futures, as there were some latent 
fears ot a squeeze on the nearer deliveries of 
pork and lard, especially the latter. The bulk 
of the business seemed to be in chenges from 
one month to another, and the shipping demand 
was decidedly dull, both for meats and lard, 
buyers holding off in hopes of lower prices when 
the supposed June squeeze is over. On the aft- 
ernoon call short ribs and August lard declined 
about 5c, while pork and July lard were a shade 
easier. The difference between July and Au- 
gust lard widened to We, the latter being at a 
discount. The fact was sought to be ac- 
counted for by the supposition that the party 
who controls the nearer lard futures is trying to 
place it for later montbs. 

Flour was wore active. There was a better 
shipping demand, but chiefly for smali lots, and 
the local trade Showed a decided improvement. 
The market was quoted firm. The coarse mill- 
stuffs were dull. 

Wheat was quiet and irregular, but generally 
firm. It sold down \c early in the session, then 
advanced lc, and at the close averaged e 
below the latest prices of Tuesday, being $1.15% 
bid for July, and 81.16% bid for August. The 
British markets were quiet and steady, and our 
receipts were light for two days, but. the 
visible supply was said to have increased 
nearly 500,000 bu during last week. The weather 
in the West was clearer, but not warm enough 
to bring out long sellers, and the market was 
firm rather from iack of offerings than because 
of demand. There wasa little buying by local 
operators, but most of the trading was by par- 
ties who probably left off about where they be- 
gun except a little profit on the scalp. New 
York was easier, while St. Louis was strong as 
compared with Chicago. There was a moderate 
volume of trading in car-lots, with little change 
in prices, except that No.2 red sold ½ lower. 
On the afternoon call the market was e lower, 
but was quoted firmer in the alley later.

ON THE ‘GULF. 


The Results of a Scientific Cruise 
Along the Florida Coast by 
Dr. Velie. 


How Islands Rise from the Sea as 
Specks and Seon Become Exten- 
sive and Valuable. 


An Oyster Surpassing in Flavor Any- 
thing Found on the Atlantie 
Coast. 


Storms, Devil-Fish, Squids, Snakes, and Other 
’ Attractions of That Mixtare of Land 
and Water. 


At the Academy of Sciences over 200,000 speci- 
menus of zdological variety are piled up—the 
product of Dr. J. W. Velie’s exciting cruise off 
the West Fioridan coast. The collection com- 
prises snakes, shells, birds, eggs, crustaceans, 
fishes, sea algae, te., of all kinds 
and descriptions. Dr. Velie, who is Sec- 
retary of the society, has distinguished 
bimself in the scientiie circles of the 
world by other and remarkable discoveries in 
the Gulf. but never bas such success attended 
him as on this last trip. Two years ago he con- 
structed a nameless yacht (stil unnamed) with 
his own bands, from his own model and for his 
own convenience, but one year ayo last winter 
his trip was a failure, owing to Siekness in his 
tamily and violent coast storms. During the 
last winter the fates were propitious, and the 
story he related to the reporter yesterday would 
have tbrilled even a linguistic Professor of a 
modern college who lives in constant fear of sel- 
ence undermining classics in the curriculum of 
higher schools. The savant’s faceis tanned to the 
density of the coloration of an Armour ham, 
his bands are dark mulatto, and his normal 
steel-gray hair of successive shades of rust 


color. Away from the burning waters and 
trade-winds he bas bopes of regaining the fa- 
miliar recognition of friends, and the well- 
known Chicago color. 

THE FLORIDA PENINSULA. 

“The whole ninsula of Florida,” he ob- 
served, was raised out of the water by coral 
insects, and the bed of St. Jouu's River is made 
up ot coral formations. Few can comprehend 
the immense areas of land these animais are 
constantly adding to the State and rescuing 
from the gulf. Along the coast little keys are 
gradually rearing above the surface. and in a 
short time become islands covered with vegeta- 
tion. One of the first forms of manimate life 
to attach to them isthe mangrove. The buds 
of these trees drop in the water, and in float- 
ing about become attached to the visible coral 
or mud like a young oyster to some object, and 
immediateiy spring up. These buds are tome- 
times a foot long, and as soon as they become 
attached send out roots in all irections 
from which sprigs shoot up, then groves, and 
often trees over 100 feet high. The growth and 
spread of these mangroves is not simply pro- 
lific, but more rapid than any other object you 
cau mention. To them is largely due the rapid 
formation of the islands, since soil is not long in 
following the trees. This soil submits freely to 
cultivation and opens up a vast future of use- 
fulness which is just now developing ia Florida. 
Sections of water are soid there as land is the 
West, and a man can almost seo bis land which 
at first was a small island in the area of water 
rise tu the surface.” 

How mucb of a cruise did you take? 

“About 500 miles ino Jength and of perhaps 
tweuty weeks duration.’

GULF OYSTERS.

“1 could show you miles and miles of vast 
beds of the finest oysters in the world. y 
grow a8 prettily and as naturally as the artifi- 
cial plants of Chespeake Bay. had to be con- 
vinced that they were not planted the beds 
were sO even and so finely laid out. A man 
cawe down theré from New York who was of- 
fered some opened by a fisherman at d cents 
per bundred. Ue said he had just come from a 
city where they ate civilized oysters, and he 
would not touch anything of the kind that grew 
insuch a ciimate. The fisherman picked up a 
shell from his pile, opened it, exposed a de- 
licious bivalve. There, stranger, eat that,’ he 
‘it won't hurt yeu to try it.“ The man 
stuck up his nose, but tasted it. He wanted an- 
other, then one more, then took a dozen, and 
tinally ordered 100 sent to his hotel. He de- 
clared them, as I can also affirm, far superior to 
anything we get of the kind up bere.

1 know that, had 
not Blaine through his personal friends exerted 
himself to keep Ingersoll out as a proxy, there 
wus a member of the Illinois delegation ready 
togive way to him. You were preseut at the 
convention, and ought to be aware. if you are 
not, that, on the day before the candidates were 
placed in nomination, the impression was gen- 
eral that Ingersoll was to second Biaine’s nom- 
ination.”’ 

» Why should Blaine have defeated his admis- 
sion as a proxy?” . 

* Because be got it into his head that, should 
he be the candidate of the convention, the pe- 
culiar religious views of logersoll would hurt 
him in the can vuss it he had anything to do with 
his being presented to the couvention; and for 
this reason Biaine labored to keep him out.

are, in the last resort, paid by the consumer in 
the form of an enhanced price. Adam Smith, 
the father of the science of political economy, 
laid down four maximsin regard to taxation, 
which have géneraily been concurred in, and

as follows:

arbitrary; the time and manner of payment and 
the amount to be paid should be definit‘and un- 
derstood by all persons. 

Tuird—- Every tax shouid be levied at the time 
andin the manver most convenient for pay- 
ment. 

Fourth—Every tax oughtto be so contrived as 
to take from the people as little as possible over 
and above what it brings into the public treus- 
ury. 

These propositions seem to be self-evident; 
that they are correct in principle is not denied 
by any one. Yet, strange as it may seem, the 
system of taxation upon which the Government 
of the United States relies for its revenues vio- 
lates nearly every one of these maxims. The 
first maxim is violated in this: that under our 
Federal system every person contributes to the 
support of the Government, not in propor- 
tion to the revenue which he enjoys uuder 
its protection, but in proportion to the amouat 
of commodities which he consumes. A million- 
alre may not pay a greater amount of taxes to 
the National Government tban a person of very 
limited means. In both cases the amount con- 
tributed to the support of the Govern- 
mens depends upon the articles consumed. 
The second maxim is violated ia this: 
that no persou knows how much 
he pays or when be paysit. The fourth maxim 
is Violated in a most striking manner. The Fed- 
eral system of taxation takes from tne people 
as great an amount as possible over and above 
what it brings into the public treasury. By the 
imposition of discriminattmg duties the con- 
sumer is required to pay two distinct taxes, only 
one of whichis paid to the Government; the 
other goes to the producer or manufacturer of 
the article, or is lost on unprotitable industries. 
The first of these we will donominate revenue 


taxes. the second incidental taxes. 

A discriminatiog duty is one which is imposed 
upon the importation of commodities of for- 
eign production, unaccompanied by an equiv- 
alent tax upon the home product of like char- 
acter. The imported articie can only be sold in 
this country after payment of the Government 
duty. A tax on any one article.“ says Mr. 
Mill, “ will, as a general rule, raise the value and 
price of the commodity by at least the amount 
of the tax. This, of course, relates to the price 
of the commaility upon which the tax is actu- 
ally laid and Sollected; but the rule as to the in- 
creased cost of other com moaities not taxed, but 
incidentally affected by the tax, varies according 
to circumstances. If the home product ot a 
given article is not equal to the dome demand 
for consumption, and imports of like character 
come in to supply the deticiency, the whole 
amount of the tax ou the imported article will be 
added to the priceof the home product. For 
example, Bessemer pig-iron, which was import- 
ed during the last yearto the amount or 500,- 
000 tons, was worth in Eagland in Janu- 
ary last- about $13.38 per ton. The duty was then 

7 per tou. and that with freights and other 
charger would raise the cost iu this couatry to 
about $22 per ton. At the same time the seiling 

rice of the home product in this country was 
$ to $22.50 por ton. Upon this articie at that 
time the whole domestic product was increased 
in value to the full amount of the duty. 

It the home product is equal to or exceeds the 
home demand, but cannot be exported witbout 
loss to the producer or manufacturer, the in- 
creased vost of the bome product will be meas- 
ured by the cost of production, with such profits 
as may be permitted by domestic competition, 
and will always be less than the tax upon 
the foreign product. For example, English 
steel rails can be laid down in New York 
for about $25 per ton. Prior to the passage of 
the new tariff law the duty was $28 per ton. 
This would make the selling price of English 
ruils in New York $53 per ton. But the home 
product was selling at the same time 
at $40 per ton, sbowing that the cost 
of Americau rails was only $15 per 
ton in excess of foreign raiis, instead of 
#24, which was the amount of the duty. Henve 
upon this articie at that time the price of the 
home product of steel rails was entanced only 
$15 per ton, and not to the extent of the duty. 
But this low price of the home product was the 
result of dotnestic competition, and bas only 
been recently realized. During the years 1580 
and 1881, for instance, prices were such that 
the whole amount of the duty was added to the 
cost of the domestic article. 

If home products exceea the home demand 
for consumption, and can be exported at a protit 
to the producer or manufacturer, the imposition 
of a duty on imported articles of like character 
will not affect the price of the bome product. 
For example: there is a nominal duty of 10 cents 
a bushe! on imported ladian corn, but the im- 
ports of that articie for the last fiscal year were 
only 69,641 bushels, waile the exports for the 
sume year were 45,000,000 bushels, and for the 
preceding year 91,0y0,Nu0 busnels. 

The same may be said generally of all bread- 
stuffs and farm products. Aitbough duties are 
levied upon the impcertadon of similar articies, 
yet these are merely nominal, and do not in- 
crease the price of the domestic products to 
consumers, except inafew cases. The excep- 
tions are rice, sugar, Oranges and lemons, mait, 
potatoes at markets near the Eastern seaboard, 
und a few other articles which it is unnecessary 
to mention. 

In these observationg I do not wish to be un- 
derstood as departing from the principle that 
prices are governed by the law of supply and 
demand. The Government, by the imposition 
ot duties on imported articies, limits the supply 


product is not equal to the demand for home 
consumption, and thus, by limiting the 
supply, increases the price of the prod- 
uct On hand. But if articies are produced | 
excess of the demand for home consumption, 
the prive at which the surplus product can be 
sold in foreign markets determines the price of 
the home product. In like manner the price of 
domestic products which do not equal the home 
demand is devermined by the price at which im- 
ported articles of like character can be sold in 
this country after paying the duty. 

The Federal system of taxation violates the 
fourth maxim laid down by Adam Smith in 
other respects. All imported commodities which 
have been in¢rensed in value by reason of the 
duty, constitute the stock on hand and to be 
carried by the merchants of the country; and 
the capital which they are required to invest 
and keep in their business is much greater by 
reason of the incidentul and revenue taxes 
which the articies bear. Thus a greater amount 
of capital is required tocarry on a given amount 
of business; and the larger the capital required 
the more limited will be the number of persons 
engaging in a particular business. This pro- 
duces the doubie imjury of limiting the capital 
of the country in the transaction of legitimate 
business, and of creating and fostering monopo- 
lies by limiting the number of persons who may 
be engaged in any particular pursuit. 

The value of tuxed commodities represents 
two distinct advanves—one in the real value of 
the articic aud the other in the tax. The whole- 
sule dealer advances both sums; he sells to the 
retal dealer and charges a protit on the whole 
amount advanced. The retail dealer solls to 
the consumer and charges a commission on all 
he paid to the wholesale dealer. Thus the taxes 
which the consumer must pay at last are vastly 
in excess of what the Government really gets. 

Incidental taxes, as well as those received by 
the Government, bave vastly increased the cost 
of railroads. This additipnal cost is represent- 
ed now by bonds and stock. and constitute 
permanent indevutedness,.upon which iuterest 
and dividends must be paid from year to year. 
In order to meet these deman higher rates 
must be charged fur carrying freighbts; this re- 
duces the price of grain and of farm producta, 
and increases the price of urticles which farmers 
are compelled to buy. 

The cost of the construction of houses is large- 
ly 1 ete by incidental taxes.

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“Taxes which are imposed apes the necessa- 
ries of life,“ as observed by Sir Matthew Deck- 
er, “are sometim repeated and accumylate 
four or five times. In price of 
leather, for example, you must pay not 
only the tax on the leather in your own 
shoes, but for part of that in the shoes of the 
shoemaker and tanner.” Thus a mucb larger 
amount of taxes is taken from the people by 
the Federal system of taxation than is received 
by the Government. 

Another objection to this system of taxation 
is this: The imposition of duties upon consuma- 
ble commodities, by increasing their cost, limits 
the amount of consumption, and by limiting 
consumption the demand is diminished, and 
thus all kinds of industries are injuriously 
atfevted. 

The burden of incidental taxation is greater 
tban the sum exacted by the increased cost of 
consumabie commodities. The taxes which the 
Goverument must bave for its own 1 —4 
have been, since the War, very great. Every in- 
crease of tax burden above a reasonable limit 
is felt more — than would a like sum 
within such limit. It is like loading a ship to 
the extent of her capacity and then imposing a 
still greater burden, which mey result, bowever 
digit, in disaster. Taxation within a reasona- 
vie limit may rne without serious incon- 
venience; but ed this :imit, and embarrass- 
ment, restricted enjoyments, aud frequently 
finuncial ruin ensue. 

The chemist can, by analysis, ascertain the 
component parts of a piece of ore; can de- 
termine the percentage of gold, silver, copper, 
andiron. Butit wouid tax the ingenuity of the 
political economist, or the Treasury expert, or 
even the actuary ofa life-insurance company, 
to ascertain with rfect accuracy just how 
much real value and bow much tax cost are rep- 
resented in the price of any commodity when it 
finally reaches the bands of the consumer. While 
perfect accuracy is not possible, yet we 


may estimate, with reasonapie 2 the 


amount of incidental taxes which 


pay by reason of discriminating duties on im- 


ported articies. I have carefully examined 
report of the Bureau of Statistics of the Treas- 
ury Department for the purpose of ascertain-. 
ing the vaiue of imports tor home consump- 
tion, the duty received thereon, and the average 
rate of duty on each class of articies. I have 
also carefully examined the reports of the cen- 
sus of 1880 forthe purpose of ascertaining the 
value of home products affected by the tariff, 
the total amount of wages paid in the creation 
of such products ad valorem, and the incidentai 
taxes which such bome products bear, or, in 
other words, their increased cost by reason of 
the duties imposed on imported articies of like 
character. 

The most important schedule in the tariff law 

is that on metal, which embraces iron and steel 
and the manufactures thereof, also copper. 
brass, tin, zinc, and other metals. It is claimed 
that a reducdion of rates upon this schedule has 
been made by the new luw; but the statisticians 
of the Treasury Department are unable as yet 
to determine what reduction, if any, will result 
from the changes which have been made. 
‘Tariff Commission, in their report, page 16, sub- 
mitastatement of the aggregate product of 
articles embraced in the meta ule, which 
I have adopted, But, after a carefal examina- 
tion of the metal industries whose products are 
materially aifected by the tariff, I was unable 
to produce so large an aggregate. owever, 
by reducing the amount of increased cost to 20 
per centum, which is a very low estimate, sub- 
stantially the same result is reached, so far as 
the incidental taxes are concer 

The Tarif? Commission estimated the home 
product of lumber and the several branebes of 
wood manufactures at $509,000,000; but this in- 
cludes many industries the products of which 
are not materiaily increased in value by reason 
of the duty. Lhave endeavored to eliminate all 
such industries from my statement, and present 
only the products of such as are affected by the 
tariff. There was no material reduction by the 
new act of the duties on articles of this kind. 
There were special reasons, other than the 
amount of meidental taxes, why lumber should 
have been placed on the free list The duty 
operates as an encouragement to the destrue- 
tion of our forests,and that may result in im- 
portant climatic changes in the course of time 
4 the present rate of destruction is arrest - 
ed. 


The product of sugar refineries does not rep- 
resent the home product of the raw material, 
for the refiners use the imported low-grade 
sugars, as well as the home wtb, in the man- 
ufacture of their product. sugar produced 
by the planters in the census year amounted to 
196,759,200 pounds, and the molasses to 

gullons. Under the old Tariff law the sugar 
duty was about two and one-half cents a pound; 
under the new act it is about two cents. 
molasses tax was reduced from six and one-half 
to five and one-half cents per lon, according 
to the Treasury estimates. Under the new law 
assuming the imports and the home product of 
raw material to remain the same, the increased 
cost to consumers for the next fiscal year, on 
account of the duty on sugar and molusses, will 
be $4,846,714. Under the. ola law this increase 
amounted to about $6,000,000 the benefit of 
which was divided between the retiners and the 
planters, with the probability that the for- 
mer obtained the lion's share. However, 
sugar affords a fair illustration of a tariff for 
reveaue with incidental protection. v-
